The proclamation was read by William Henry Walden, 


king at arms since 1894. 


The king wa$ not present. 
There was a large assemblage present and the proclama- 


tion was greeted with a fanfare of trumpets and bands played 
"God 
save the king.". 


London, Jan. 24—London today was 


given a glimpsa of mediaeval times. 


Tho quaint ceremonies with which 


King Kdward VII was proclaimed at 
•various points rf* the;metropolis exactly 
Hollowed anci?nt precedents- 


The officials purposely arranged the 


function an hounaiiead of the publish- 
ed announcement, and-the inhabitants 
when they awo.ke,~were surprised to 
find the entire way between! St. James 
palace and the _pity_ lined with troorxs. 


About 10,000 soldiers, life guards, horse 


guard*, foot 'Kuards anil' other cavalry, 
and infantry 
regiments 'had be*n 


brought from Aldershot and Londy bar- 
racks after midnight. 


AU officers had crepe onl their arms 


and the drums and~brass instruments 
were shrouded with crepe. 


Tbe troops in themselves made an im 


posing spectacle, but were entirely 
eclipsed by the strange spectacle pre- 
sented by the officials of tge colleee 
of arms 


The ceremony began at St. James 


palace, where at 9 o'clock Edward VII 
was proclaimed king of the UnSted king 
dom cfl Great Britain and Ireland and 
emperor of India. 


The proclamation, which was read by 


William Henry "Weldotn, king at arms 


since 1894, and formerly Windsor herald, 
was as follows: 


"Whereas, Tt has pleased Almighty 


God to call to hi? mercy our late sover- 
eign lady, -Queen Victoria of blessed anfc 
glorious memory, by whose decease the 
imperial crown of the United Kinsdom 
of Great Biitaui and Ireland ts solelv 
and rightfully come to the high and 
mighty Prince Albert Edward, we,

sisted' witli-tne«e of her lat^majesty* 
privy couofcll. with numbers of other

Lord Edward 
VII by the grace ofl God, king of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain) and 
Ireland, defender of the faith, emperor 
of India, to whom we acknowledge au 
faith and constant obedience with, all 
hearty and humble affection, beseech- 
ing God, by whom all kings arid queens 
do reign, to bVss the royal prince Ed- 
ward VII, with icng and happy years to 
reign over us."

Death Due to S*nlle Decay 


Cowes, Isle of Wight, Jan. 24.—At 11 


o'clock this morning the members 01 
the royal family gathered around tin 
body if the late queen, which lies In ii 
simple coffin in the Cbapelle Ardente. 
festooned with red and white hangings. 
The bishop of Winchester read a portion 
of the service for the dead. 


The coffin rests upon a specially erect- 


ed platform, draped with royal purple, 
the feet lying to the east. 
The head 


faces the simple altar. 
Over the fea- 


tures is 6. thin veil. 


For a few hours after the conclusion 


of this service 'the public was admitted 
to the room and allowed to view the re 
mains of the dead sovereign..

body will rest there until Sunday, and 
it is possible that no removal will occur 
for 10 days.

Press learns that t&e cause of the 
queen'* death, as officially given, was 
"senile decay."

A DISAGREEMENT LIKELY 


AM to Strict Adherence to Terms of 


the Document — China; Points Out 
That the Question of Indemnity 
Han Two Sides Worth Considering 


Pekin, Jan. 24.—The anxiety of the 


foreign envoys, who had begun to fear 
that, in tpite of the promises made, 
something might occur to prevent de- 
livery of the agreement, has been re- 
lieved by the formal delivery of the 
document by the Chinese plenipoten- 
tiaries. 


There is a general feeling of satis- 


faction among the foreigners and bol- 
cliers. 
Most of the latter look anx- 


iously forward to leaving China this 
year. 
Although no orders have been 


received, the Australians expect to be 
the first British troops to go, presum- 
ably as soon as the river opens, which 
is usually during the first week of 
March. 


Prince Ching visited the Russian min- 


ister, M. De Giers., remaining with him 
two hours. 
It is supposed that the in- 


terview had to do with the agreement 
It ifl well understood here that M. De 
Giers has all along had more influence 
with Prince Ching and Li Hung Chang 
than all the other ministeis combined, 
and he has invariably known sooner 
than the others what the Chinese pleni- 
potentiaries were about to do. 


Judging from various opinions, there 


is little likelihood that the foreign en 
voys will reach ca agreement at the 
meeting to be h«>id as to sending-a fa- 
vorable reply to the question of the 
Chinese plenipotentiaries. 
A rnajoritx 


are in favor of carrying out to the strict 
letter the terms of the agreement. 


Friends of Emperor Kwang Su have 


Informed M. De Giers that the emperoi 
desires to return as speedily as possible 
to the capital, and will do so as soon 
as he is assuired that the foreign troops 
will leave. 
His majesty would like 


to start for Pekin immediately after 
Feb. 20, when the Chinese new year be- 
gins. 
The journey will probably take 


six weeks. 


Prince Chinjc says he considers the 


Chinese requests reasonable, and feels 
sure "that the Uc-ited States will agree 
to them, a& well as most of the other 
nations. 


"The question of indemnity," says 


Prince Ching, "has two sides. 
Some of 


the allies have conducted warfare in a 
fashion unparallelled in the history ot 
civilization. 
Chinesee merchants and 


private citizens assert that valuables 
have been looted amounting to immense 
sums, and it would not be fair to fail to 
take these largely into consideration 
when ibe question of indemnities is 
discussed. 


"Tientsin, Pekin and all the cities and 


towns between have been absolutely 
stripped, while priceless treasures he- 
longing to private individuals have been 
confiscated, irrespective of all idea oi 
modern warfare. 
I feel confident that

Soak one-hair box of gelatine ia cold 


water until soft then 'pour over one 
small cupful of boiling water, coot a 
moment aizfl let stand until nearly cold. 
Whip one quart of cream to a stiff froth, 
add one-half pound of pulverized sugar, 
one tcaspponfui of vacilla, one half tea- 
spoouful "of orange flavor and one- 
half pint ot faoiid cooked pineapple. 
Pour this mixture into the half cold 
gelatine and stir constantly until very 
cold to prevent the gelatine from set- 
tling, chill for four of five hours and 
serve with lady fingers. 


Russian Jellf, 


Soak half a box of gelatine in a gill ot 
cold water for ten minutes, pour ou it a 
piat of boiliug water, a capful of sugar 
and the same of lemon and orange 
juice, mixed in the proportions of one 
part orange to three of lemon. Strain 
and set m a cold place until it begins to 
set then whip it with an egg beater until 
it is so stiff it will scarcely run. Wet a 
mould with cold water, put in a little of 
the jelly, thea a lajer of candied fruit, 
sliced bananas, preserves and so on, 
alternating with jelly until the mould is 
full.

Files Petition for Removal of Slate 


Board of Registratbn 


Dr. Immanuel Pfelffer, formerly of 


this city, whose recent attack: on the 
state board of registration in medicine 
was reported in this paper, has now 
followed this with a petition for the re- 
moval of the board after a hearing. 
The petition is a« follows: 


Your petitioner sets forth that the 


said board has been guilty of omissions 
and commissions in violation of the 
provisions of Chapter. 458, Acts 1894, 
and amendments thereto, as follows: 


Section 3 provides for issuing certi- 


ficates to applicants entitled thereto, 
and in carry ing-out this- section, the 
said board has exceeded its authority 
by dividing applicants into classes, and 
issuing certificates with distinguishing 
marks, for the purpose of rating the 
holders thereof. 


Sections 4 and 8 determine how appli- 


cants not entitled to registration under 
section. 3 shall obtain registration. The 
board has in several cases violated 
these sections by exempting from ex- 
amination applicants* whcftn the law 
says ahall be examined. 


The board publishes in Its report a 


list of examination questions, together 
with the statement that if an applicant 
falls below an" average of 70 per cent, 
registration is refused: Your petitioner 
says and charges that thl» rule is ap- 
plied discriminatingly, and that appli- 
cants have been registered who are and 
were n'ot up to this standard. 


Violations' of Section 4, Chap. 230, 


Acts 1893, are permitted to exist. 
' Section 6, Chap. 458. requires that the 
board shall, on or before tbe first day of 
January in each year, file Us report- 
This the board has- signally failed to do 
for personal reasons and against the In- 
terests of the people. 
, Your petitioner days that the publish- 
ed reports of the board are to such an 
extent lacking In 'details regarding re- 
ceipts and expenditures, that it is not 
sufficient to enable the public to deter- 
mine whether tbe increase of receipts 
warrants a proportion*! inornate in ex- 
penses, and asks that a supplementary 
account be furnished the secretary -of 
•tate showing the amounts drawn for 
services and expenses by each member 
of the board from the time tof hfs taking 
office up to Jan. 1, 1801. 


Wherefore your petitioner pray* that 


the said board "be rWhoved from office, 
for. the causes above specified. And 
your petitioner further prays that an 
investigation of the conduct of said 
Hoard may be ordered, and held In the 
wual manner ia mch CMS*.

lumbus claims all the glory attached, 
as there are no residents in Wiggs to 
reseat it. 


When tbe census bureau recently 


gave out the information that the cen- 
ter of population was located in lati- 
tude 39 degrees 9 minutes 36 seconds 
north and longitude 85 degrees 48 min- 
utes 54 seconds, no one in this neigh- 
borhood thought to hunt up the exact 
spot A few days ago a pilgrim eager 
to kneel at tbe shrine, however, organ- 
ized a party to find it Civil engineers 
were consulted and figured that the 
latitude and longitude given by tbe 
census officials would be found at a 
spot in Bartholomew county, 24 feet 
and 8 inches west and 192 feet north 
of the southeast corner of Columbus 
township. As a good part of -the town- 
ship mentioned belongs to tbe Marr 
farm it didn't take long to get to tbe 
locality. 


"Hen" Marr was fouad at home and 


said that be bad estimated about where 
tbe point lii question was located. The 
party visited the field, and, after con- 
siderable trouble in locating tbe stone 
marking the corner of the township, 
found the ppot where the rail stands.

Tbe prctfKt of building a driveway 


along the base of tbe Palisades as plan- 
ned by tbe Palisades commission baa 
developed a still greater scheme which 
will result la tbe creation of the most 
magnificent boulevard in the country, 
says the New York Journal. 
The 


wealthy men of tbe Tuxedo Park asso- 
ciation and also prominent citizens liv- 
ing on the west bank of the lower 
Hudson river are interested and defi- 
nite steps bave already been taken. 


The greater project is to continue the 


Palisades drive from the point where 
the commission has planned to end it, 
op along the Hudson river to the State 
park at Stony Point in Rockland coun- 
ty. Then the Tuxedo people will coii- 
fitruct a road from the park to tbe 
river, connecting witb tbe Palisades 
drive. This would make a. drive from 
Fort Lee to Stony Point along tbe 
rlver^ and then across country to Tuxe- 
do, 35 to 40 miles in length, through 
scenery famed the world over. 


Tuxedo park has long desired an 


outlet to the Hudson river. Except 
by train there is no way of reaching 
the park from New York city without 
a roundabout drive. Witb the Palisades 
road continuing np to Stony' Point, 
and with a drive constructed from the 
river to the park, the wealthy mem- 
bers could reach there by a pleasant 
drive. They also could go up the river 
in their yachts, and then drive from 
Grassy Point across the country to tbe 
park. 


Grassy Point, which 1? a short dis- 


tance below Stony Point, Is where the 
Tuxedo road will end. 
For the past 


few weeks a corps of civil engineers 
bas been at work there, and although 
great secrecy bas been maintained it 
bas been learned that they are making 
a preliminary survey for tbe road. 
This road will cross the famous Ram- 
apo mountains and wind through scen- 
ery of tbe most picturesque and sub- 
lime description. It will be built by ex- 
perts in roadmaking and will cost a 
great sum. 


, 
The end of the proposed Palllsades 


drive is just below Sparkill, four miles 
from Nyack. From Nyack to Sparkill 
there is a fine boulevard running aiong 
the river and known as the Rivei road. 
To connect this - witb the Palisades 
drive will be an easy matter. Then the 
road would have to be bullt-from Ny- 
ack on to Stony Point Wealthy citi- 
zens are enthusiastic over tbe enter- 
prise, and it is thought that witb aid 
from tbe state Rockland county will 
build the road.

Havana W«»t«n» Railroad Trrtoff to 


Induce'It* Culture. 


The Havana Western railway, con- 


necting the capital with Pinar del Rio 
^city and the noted Vuelto^ Abajo tobac- 
co districts, is making an effort to rein- 
troduce the culture of cotton into Cuba 
along the line of the road, says a New 
Orleans dispatch to tbe New York Sun. 
-It has procured a quantity of seed from 
Egypt aud the sea island plantations of 
Georgia and the Long sections of Mis- 
sissippi valley, has obtained all possi- 
ble information with reference to tbe 
cotton plant and its culture and is hav- 
ing a pamphlet printed in Spanish for 
distribution with the seeds, being free- 
ly given out to plantation owners along 
the line willing to experiment witb tbe 
fiber. Should a sufficient number of 
them plant, the railroad company next 
year will put up, at either Havana or 
at Pinar del Itio. a gin and all necessa- 
ry machinery for the convenience of 
growers.

ton trees 20 feet high are to be found 
growing wild in many parts of the dis-» 
trict, the fiber, however, being coarse 
and green.

The 
would be assassin bad time to fire an- 
other pistol before be was seized by a 
number of people. Extremely pale, but 
perfectly self possessed, tbe queen rose 
in her carriage to show she was un- 
hurt, amid the congratulatory shouts of 
hundreds of excited spectators. 


The assailant was a potman, 17 years 


of age, named Edward, Oxford. 
He 


walked quietly to the police station. 
The trial began on July 8 before Lord 
Denrnan, Baron Aldersoo and Mr. Jus- 
tice Patteson. The wretched young 
man was found guilty, but adjudged 
insane, and tlie court ordered him to be 
imprisoned during ber majesty's pleas- 
ure. 


It is curious that tbe next diabolical 


attempt took place almost exactly two 
years afterward at the same place and 
hour. 


The assailant was a young man of 


low birth Darned John Francis, and 
the weapon used was, as before, a pis- 
tol. Francis was seized by a private 
in tbe guards and a police constable, 
who was attempting to dash the pistol 
out of his hand when the attempt was 
made. 


Subsequently Francis was tried for 


high treason and sentenced to deatb 
at the Old Bailey by Chief Justice j 
Tindal.

CHINESE FARM IN FLORIDA 


SnccFsn In Growing Vegetable* nn<i 


Fruit* For the .New York Market. 
One of tbe laigest and most success 


1 ful agricultural enterprises in FJorlda 
' Is owned and managed exclusively bj 
| Chinamen, and Chinese labor only is 


used, writes the New York Post's Jack 
Bonville correspondent 
Tbis Is a fruit 


and vegetable farm owned by Sam 
Lee. and tee methods employed in its 
conduct both In the cultivating and 
in tbe marketing have made it one of 
rare value. 
Fourteen Chinamen are 


employed on the premises. None of the 
products are marketed in Jacksonville, 
all *going to New York. 


This farm is in Riverside, five miles 


from Jacksonville. 
Only 20 acres are 


under cultivation, but this of the high- 
est type. Tbe farm is under canvas, 
fences only two feet high inclosing ev- 
ery bed. Wires are stretched from 
fence to fence, and a strip of canvas 
sufficiently large to cover each bed is 
arranged to roll on a poll worked by 
automatic fasteaiaga. 


In the middle cf the farm is an en- 


gine house equipped with improved 
machinery for pumping water for irri- 
gation in dry weather. Pipes extend 
around and through the various sec- 
tions of the farm, with nozzles at in- 
tervals for the attachment of a hose. 


On this farm are grown all varieties 


of early and late vegetables and ground 
fruits. Five acres are devoted to "Chi- 
nese mustard greens," and there are 
turnips, celery, lettuce, strawberries 
and raspberries. All shipments are 
made by express to New York, and one 
man is kept busy tbe year around ship- 
ping, checking and looking after tbe 
correspondence. Sam Lee expects to 
realize a profit ef $3,000 on this win- 
ter's products.

TEXAS UlL DISCOVERY. 


Aa Expert S«y» It Sol-re* Feel Prot- 


!<••* of the Fntmre. 
j 


The Hou< Samuel M. Jones, mayor of 


Toledo, came to Corslcana. Tex., a few 
days ago to look after the oil well sup- 
ply business of tbe Acme Sucker Rod 
company, with which be is connected, 
*nd hearing of tbe great oil well at 
Beaumont went directly there. 
He 


spent a few bours m Galveston on bis 
return borne. 


Mr. Jones being an expert in tbe oil 


business, his views ou tbe recent devel- 
opments in Texas will have weight, 
says tbe St. Louis Republic. Speaking 
of the Lucas well, near Beaumont, Mr. 
Jones said: 


"I think it ^ls tbe greatest oil well 


ever discovered in the United States. 
It is fortunate for the oil trade that it 
is not Illuminating oil. If it were, it 
would paralyse the entire industry Its 
advent, however, means that liquid 
fuel is to be the fuel for tbe twentieth 
century. 
Smoke, ciaders, ashes and 


soot will disappear along with war and 
other evidences of barbarism. 
Tbe 


new oil well means a cleaner as well as 
better civilization, and Texas is to have 
a big share in tbe glory of bringing it 
about 


"The well developed is one of the lar- 


gest struck in the United States. It is 
Impossible to say bow much it is pro- 
ducing, as there is no tankage, but 
competent judges who have" seen the 
largest oil wells hi tbe eastern fields 
estimate the daily output at from 10,- 
000 to 23,000 barrels. I think the latter 
figures nearer the mark. It is fortu- 
nate for the oil trade and probably for 
the country at large that the oil is not 
illuminating oil, being, of 23 degrees, 
specific gravity. Practically the only% 
market open for it is fuel and road 
making, and 'JCwas should use millions 
of barrels for-the latter purpose. Both 
these markets, however, must be creat 
ed, and this means that before a mar- 
ket can be established two things must 
be demonstrated beyond question, first 
that there is a great area of oil produc- 
ing territory and tbat tbe supply is in- 
exhaustible,' and this cant only be done 
by drilling many wells.) 


"Second, after the fact of the exist- 


ence of tbe territory fe demonstrated it 
will be necessary to secure the confi- 
dence of tbe consumer* of fuel oil, and 
this can only be done by the accumula- 
tion of a stock of from 10,000,000 to 
40,000.000 barrels on top of ground or 
in iron tanks, 


"This means the investment of mil- 


lions of dollars, a systematic, organized 
effort for several months, possibly a 
year or two, before this oil market is 
firmly and satisfactorily established. 


"It is my belief that Texas has the 


supply, and the discovery of this enor- 
mous well so near the seacoast indi- 
cates to my mind tbat we are Just en- 
tering the real era of liquid fuel and 
tbat the next few years will see not 
only locomotives, bet tbe ocean steam- 
ers as well, commonly using the twen- 
tieth century fuel."

SlfeffhMt That They Will Eventual- 
ly Uml|e Wit* Cltr Carrier Organ- 
isation* In • Demand For Much 
Larger Pay. 
Representative Bingham (Rep., Pa.), 


"father of the bouse" and a member 
of the committee on postoffices and 
post roads, calls attention to one effect 
of tbe rural mall service which it may 
be worth while to watch, writes the 
Washington correspondent of the New 


xYork Post Mr. Bingham says that the 
rural mail carriers now receive a maxi- 
mum of only $500 a year and out of 
this sum have to take care of their 
horses. 
It is upon the basis of this 


rate of compensation that all the esti- 
mates for tbe extension of tbe service 
have been made. The city carriers be- 
gin at $000 and are promoted until 
$1,000 is reached, which Is the general 
compensation. Mr. Bingham believes 
that these salaries will eventually be 
equalized after the experimental char- 
acter of the rural free delivery has 
passed away and it has become a fixed 
Institution. Then its members will Join 
the same protective associations as the 
city carriers, and together they will 
work for common advancement 
The 


weakness hitherto of the demand of 
the city carriers' associations for in- 
crease of pay has been that they were 
able to w.ield an influence only upon 
members representing city districts, 
whereas an association of tbe two 
classes of carriers combined would be 
able to control city and country mem- 
bers alike. 


This subject has evidently been talk- 


ed over in tbe postofflce committee, for 
another of its members said to the cor- 
respondent tbe jrtber day: "You will 
live to see a solid phalanx of 40,000 
rural carriers" and 25.000 city carriers 
inarching upon congress for a salary of 
not less than $1,500 a year, their pay 
having been raised to $1,200 in the 
meantime. Already the salary of the 
rural carrier has been twice raised. 
When the first experimental appropria- 
tion was allowed, it was said that 
farmers' sons and other people in rural 
districts having spare horses and little 
ready cash would like to do this work 
at $300 a year. This was tbe sum orig- 
inally paid. Tbe earliest estimates of 
the cost of making tbe system univer- 
sal were upon that basis. It was raised 
to $400, however, as soon as the sys- 
tem gained greater hold upon congress 
and the public. In the same way «it 
lias now been put up to $500, which is 
a larger income, according^(o the testi- 
mony presented before this committee, 
than that of tbe average merchant in 
tbe rural districts of the south. Just 
now this saiarj rests in the discretion 
of the postmaster general, for techni- 
cally the whole service Is experimental, 
but as soon as it comes before congress 
a formal decision will have to be reach- 
ed. While everybody knows tbat it 
costs more to live in the city than in 
the country; it is very hard to get the 
country members to recognize this fact 
In an appropriation bill. They want 
equal rights for their constituents, and 
the constituents themselves want it I 
do no believe that congress will sustain 
any such disparity as now exists, be- 
tween $500 and $1,000, especially when 
the lower paid man of the two has to 
care for bis horse." 


A peculiarity of the ruraj delivery 


system, which is now attracting so 
much attention, is that it leaves vil- 
lages out in tbe cold. Ordinary free 
delivery begins, under the law, in 
places of 10,000 inhabitants or $10,000 
of gross annual receipts. The rural 
carrier is for distinctly rural communi- 
ties, where he can cover about 20 miles 
In a day, serving in that distance not 
fewer than TOO families. It is obvious 
that between the.se two there are many 
places where people would still have 
to go to the ppstoffice. 
One remedy 


proposed for that is to lower tbe 
present fiee delivery limit to communi- 
ties of 5,000 inhabitants, and by the 
consolidation of several offices In a 
township free delivery could be se- 
cured for much of the more thickly 
settled part of the country. This, too, 
would cost money. As an illustration 
Of tbe difficulty which the government 
finds in getting a uniform salary to 
apply to all parts of the country an 
experience in tbe Worcester district of 
Massachusetts is in point

History will prob- 
ably rank her as a great queen; it cer- 
tainly will honor her as a noble 
woman." 


Lieutenant 
Governor Bates—"Per- 


haps the greatest lesson of this day is 
that such great progress has been 
made by the human race in the art of 
;overnment that the British empire will 
pass from one sovereign to another al- 
most without any shock to the world, 
save that of sorrow at the loss Of a 
v.'ise and good ruler. Of one race, one 
language and a common past, the 
Anglo-Saxons, whether citizens of the 
United States or of the British empirfc, 
cannot look upon the passing1 of Queen 
Victoria without a feeling of deep re- 
gret. Her reign has been attended by 
many wars, yet these wars have been 
prosecuted on 'the principle set forth in 
the seal of Massachusetts, that peace 
might - follow, and the peace of the 
world has be«n rendered more secure 
by reason of them." 


Bishop Lawrence, head of the Epis- 


copal church in Massachusetts—"Prom 
the night when, 18 years 'of age, Queen 
Victoria was awakened to be told that 
she was queen of England, until the 
last, she has impressed her nation and 
the world with the simplicity, integrity 
and purity of her nature and her mo- 
tives. She was a good woman. She 
was trustworthy. 
All nations recog- 


nized -that fact, and they knew that, 
when any question of statesmanship 
reached her, it would be decided on 
high and just grounds. She was a wo- 
man of deep sympathy, of many sor- 
rows, and of a consuming1 love of her 
people.
